M cNamara said he would be 
meeting again with Johnson on 
Friday and Saturday.

the Viet Cong guerrillas have 
‘ mcreased very substantially” 
their terrorist attacks on the 
rural populace in South Viet 
Nam.

said these attacks 


have been marked by kidnap- 
mgs, murder, ambush and such 
atrocities as the beheading of 
local leaders. 
McNamara said it w’as “ ab­

South Viet Nam counter these 
attacks. 
He said South Viet Nam m ust 
increase

Asked whether he thought the

Foreign Aid 
Bill OK Seen 


Panel M ay Not 
Recommend Cut 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson’s $3.4-billion for­ 
eign aid bill m ay come out of 
the House Foreign Affairs Com- 
mitte today intact. 
If so, this will be the first 
time that a President’s foreign 
aid request has passed the first 
barrier on the long congression­ 
al road without being sliced at 
least a little bit. 
This would not mean, how­ 
ever, that Johnson is sure to end 
up with the $3.4 billion he wants. 
The bill now in the committee 
only authorizes the money. Aft­ 
er Congress is finished with that 
bill, it starts work on another 
to appropriate the money. The 
big cuts—if any—would come 
then. 
But Johnson’s hopes received 
a firm boost Wednesday when 
the committee, in executive ses­ 
sion, rejected all attem pts to 
cut the bill. This represented a 
m ajor victory in the Johnson 
strategy of giving Congress a 
bidi that he said already was 
bare to the bone. 
And the controversies that lie 
ahead today do not center on 
money cuts at all. 
Chairm an Thomas E> Morgan, 
D-Pa., said that the committee 
will take up three money items 
today—m ilitary assistance, the 
contingency fund and adminis­ 
tration costs of foreign aid. 
The big amendment pending 
calls for an increase of $250 mil­ 
lion in m ilitary assistance and 
not a decrease. This has been 
proposed by Rep. William S. 
Broomfield, R-Mich., who says 
that the $1 billion in the bill for

is 
not 
enough. 
Morgan expects less of a fight 
over military assistance than 
over a provision that gives Da­ 
vid E. Bell, director of the Agen­ 
cy for International Develop 
ment, authority to dismiss what 
he considers “ m arginal people” 
from AID’s Washington head 
quarters. 
The chairm an said there is a 
dispute between his committee 
and the House Post Office and 
Civil Service Committee about 
which group should have juris­ 
diction over this problem.

communique” Wednesday that 
a combined raid by seaborne 
commandos and guerrillas al­ 
ready in the hills gained control 
of the port of Piton for three 
hours and left the sugar mill 
burning.

would come soon. 
Prim e Minister Castro In a 
statement acknowledged the at­ 
tack, but said it came from a 
ship standing at sea and not 
from ground forces. 
Castro’s angry comment was 
broadcast 
by 
Havana 
Radio 
about 15 hours after the attack, 
which the exiles said took place 
at 3:50 a.m. Wednesday. 
The communique did not give 
the number of the attacking 
force 
but 
listed 
commandos, 
frogmen, combat engineers, sig­ 
nal corps and torpedo units, as 
well as guerrillas, as partici­ 
pants. 
The exiles claimed they suf­ 
fered no losses but said there 
was “tenacious fighting” with 
“ a numerically superior Com­ 
munist arm y.” A spokesman for 
the invaders said Castro forces 
suffered considerable losses. 
While commandos held Polon. 
said the communique, engineers 
set off demolition charges at the 
mill, then withdrew. Guerrillas 
returned to the hills, the exiles 
said. Some townspeople In the 
area welcomed the attackers, 
they added. 
Castro said the U.S. govern­ 
ment, “ not satisfied with the 
economic blockade 
and other 
aggressions, is using m ercenar­ 
ies and traitors” to carry out 
acts of vandalism. 
The U.S. 
State 
Department 
denied it. 
Castro said the attack caused 
loss of 70.000 bags of sugar (of 
220 pounds each), that many 
houses of workers were strafed 
and that a woman and an 8- 
year-old 
girl 
were 
wounded. 
Manuel Aldime, head of Re­ 
volutionary 
Recovery 
Move­ 
ment, 
accompanied 
Wednes­ 
day’s raiders, the organization 
said. He was one of 1,100 prison­ 
ers o' the Bay of Pigs invasion 
who were released in exchange 
for the $53-million ransom.

NATO Ministers Head Off 


Greece-Turkey Conflict 


THE 
HAGUE. 
Netherlands 
(AP)The North Atlantic pact 
foreign ministers today headed 
off a potential conflict between 
Greece and Turkey, but they 
failed to heal differences be­ 
tween France and the other 
members on 
the 
future 
of 
NATO. 
In winding up their spring 
session they pledged their best 
efforts at ending the cold war 
with the Soviet Union. Yet they 
noted rn their official communi­ 
que that little progress could be 
expected unless the Soviets per­ 
mit the reunification of Ger­ 
many on a basis of self-deter­ 
mination. 
The ministers promised they 
would speak more freely and 
more frankly to one another in 
the future in an effort to re­ 
move 
misunderstandings 
and 
thus bolster the NATO system. 
“ Every suitable opportunity 
should be taken to bring nearer 
to realization the wish of the 
German people for reunifica­ 
tion in freedom,” their com mu 
nique said. 
This is an oft-repeated aim of 
NATO, and they said again that 
the German problem can only 
be settled by the will of the 
German people.

problem of Cyprus, the minis­ 
ters expressed concern at the 
Greek-Turkish Cypriot fighting 
and said NATO would support 
tally U.N. efforts to bring peace 
to the troubled island.

LOS ANGELES (A P )-A t the 
bright and bubbly age of 2, 
Merry Maribel stands in her 
crib and throws kisses at the 
whole, wide, wonderful world. 
Indiscriminately, with either 
hand. 
That she can do so is a medi­ 
cal marvel. 
It’s a m arvel, first of all. that 
she feeds like throwing kisses. 
Maribel has been through hell— 
a comatose living death with 
half her upper torso slowly rot­ 
ting from a mysterious venom. 
It's a m arvel that she can 
move one of her tiny arm s as 
high as her lips. 
And it’s a marvel, of course, 
that Maribel is alive. 
Because she is alive, Maribel 
is 
famous — a 
flesh-and-bdood 
symbol of an assault by modern 
medicine against a rare and 
massive infection. 
Two hundred physicians—half 
the staff of Childrens Hospital 
— mobilized their talents after 
Maribel Olea was flown here 
Oct. 15 from Yuma, Ariz. 
Maribel was dying. Her heart 
was “in failure,” as doctors say, 
scarcely beating. Her left chest, 
back and arm and lower lip 
were swollen and black. 
Maribel’s mother, Mrs. Blan­ 
ca Olea, 34, told this story: 
A few days earlier, at their 
home in San Luis 15 miles be­ 
low the Mexican border, Mari­ 
bel fell ill and feverish. Her 
left arm began to swell from a 
m ass of small bites. Two marks 
appeared on her lower lip. 
The 
attack, 
apparently 
by 
some insect or reptile, was not 
witnessed. 
Maribel 
was 
too 
young to talk about it. But Gila 
monsters, lizards up to two feet 
long, had 
been seen in the 
neighborhood. Some species are 
venomous. 
Maribel got worse. The vil­ 
lage doctor could do nothing ex­ 
cept tell Mrs. Olea the child 
was dying. 
Mrs. Olea hitched a ride to 
Yuma. After emergency treat­ 
ment, Maribel was brought to 
Good Sam aritan Hospital here, 
and later was moved to Chil­ 
drens Hospital. 
By that time all traces of the 
original venom had disappeared 
in the infected flesh. Whatever 
it was, the poison had caused 
blood vessels to constrict, shut­ 
ting off oxygen and nutriments. 
Gangrene — tissue death — had 
set in. 
Maribel was given antibiotics 
to fight secondary infections, 
blood transfusions to fight ane­ 
mia, digitalis to spur her flag­ 
ging heart, and food. 
“ She was starving," a physi­ 
cian spokesman says. “ She ate, 
and ate,, and ate. What an ap­ 
petite." 
Special 
nurses 
around 
the 
clock began a month-long task 
of preparing the tortured body 
for a series of skin grafts. 
Wet bandages, changed fre­ 
quently, kept the infected crust 
soft while new flesh formed 
beneath. Finally, on Nov. 15, 
one month after she entered the 
hospital, Maribel was ready for 
her first operation. Six more 
followed. X ray therapy, to dis­

healed and grew plump, Mari- 
bel’s spirits thrived. 
“ She became a little tyrant," 
says her day nurse, Mrs. Chrys- 
talee Maxwell. “Spoiled was no 
word for it.

Maribel learned tricks, and 


she learned to smile, even to 
laugh, when gifts came in from 
all over this country, Canada 
and Mexico. 
Maribel goes home soon to 
San Luis to rejoin sisters Gab- 
riella, 8, and Merna, I, and 
brother Carlos, 6. Her mother 
works there as a waitress to 
support the fatherless family.

November at the governor’s re­ 
quest, described the school as 
an overcrowded human ware­ 
house that “stores” delinquent 
youngsters because it lacks the 
staff and facilities to rehabili­ 
tate them. 
The institution houses some 
1.050 boys from IO to 18 though 
it is designed for 600, the board 
says. 
Among 29 major unsatisfac­ 
tory 
conditions 
cited in the 
board’3 findings were: 
—There are no fulltime phy­ 
sicians, psychologists or guid­ 
ance counsellors. 
—only 200 of the boys attend 
school because of the insufficient 
staff of only IO teachers and 
in adequate facilities. 
—The average case load per 
social worker is more than dou­ 
ble the acceptable 50 wards per 
worker. Turnover is unusually 
heavy' and salaries are unreal­ 
istically low. 
T h e boars, w h i c h resulted 
from a study of methods used 
in other states to combat juv­ 
enile delinquency, proposed re­ 
medial action for each defic­ 
iency cited. It noted, however, 
that “there has been too much 
neglect for too long” to attain 
a sound institutional program 
immediately. 
One of the top recommenda­ 
tions is that a crash program be 
undertaken at once to reduce 
BIS population to a maximum 
of 750 by acquiring unoccupied 
federal, state or school build 
fags to which some youngsters 
could be transferred.

LOVELAND. Ohio (AP)—The 
courts and voters permitting, 
Loveland plans to start collect­ 
ing a one per cent income tax 
after July I.

Cincinnati collects 
a payroll tax from everyone 
who works there. The suburban 
towns have been trying to get 
a share of that money. 
The lawsuit was started by 
Jack 
Thompson, 
a 
Loveland 
resident who claimed it was un­ 
lawful for both Cincinnati and 
Loveland to collect taxes from 
him. Thompson was upheld by 
the Hamilton County Common 
Pleas Court and the First Dis­ 
trict Court of Appeals. 
Vernon Stiver, the city solic­ 
itor, says he did not expect 
these lower courts to go against 
an old state Supreme Court rul­ 
ing. But he expects the high 
court to rule favorably on his 
appeal which will be filed soon 
—probably Monday.

AKRON, Ohio (A P)-The 84th 
annual meeting of the Ohio State 
Bar Association opens today, 
the main subject of interest be­ 
ing a proposal to reorganize 
the state court system. 
Despite opposition from vari­ 
ous lower court judges, the 76- 
member Council of Delegates 
was expected to consider the 
proposal. The committee is ask­ 
ing for a constitutional amend­ 
ment to redefine the powers of 
the Ohio Supreme Court, courts 
of appeals and courts of com­ 
mon pleas. 
Under the plan, common pleas 
courts would assume jurisdic­ 
tion of the probate, juvenile, 
municipal, county, police, may 
or’s 
and 
other 
subordinate 
courts. 
The proposal also asks for an 
appointive system of selecting 
judges, with a state judicia 
nominating commission recom­ 
mending candidates for appoint 
ment by the governor. 
Also, under the proposal, all 
judges would receive the same 
salary, 
whether appointed to 
serve in a densely or sparsely 
populated county. 
Another feature is that judges 
would serve on rotation and as­ 
signment, thus placing them in 
various areas of the state ac­ 
cording to demand. Proponents 
feel this would eliminate the 
delay in bringing a case to court 
after it ha s been prepared f o r 
trial by attorneys.
